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PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.137fb) TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF 

ABANDONMENT 

SIR: 

This Petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.137(b) is being submitted in response to the "Decision 
on Petition" mailed on September 24, 2007, which Decision indicated that the "3"* Renewed 
Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment" mailed on June 25, 2007 is dismissed 
because the 3'^'' Renewed Petition was not made pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.137, notwithstanding 
the fact that the "Decision on Petition" mailed on September 24, 2007 clearly indicates that 
the "translation of figures 4 and 5 is now acceptable." For the sake of completeness. 
Applicants are resubmitting the drawing sheet containing Figures 4 and 5 previously 
submitted with the "3"* Renewed Petition." As required by 37 C.F.R. 1.137(b), Applicants 
state that the entire delay in filing the required reply fi-om the due date for the reply to the 
November 16, 2004 Notification of Missing Requirements until the filing of the present 
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Petition was unintentional, since all of Applicants' submissions (1/5/05 Submission, 4/21/05 
Response and the subsequent Petitions mailed on 9/21/06, 1/18/07, 3/6/07 and 6/25/07, as 
' well as the present Petition) were bona fide replies made in good faith belief that the 
submissions would correct the defects noted by the USPTO in the Notifications mailed on 
1 1/16/04, 3/21/05 and 8/21/06, and in the subsequent Decisions mailed on 1 1/21/06, 1/29/07, 
5/23/07 and 9/24/07. 

In the 3^^ Decision, it was indicated that the "quantity of English text provided for the 
translation of figure 4 appears to be more than the quantity of the original text of figure 4." 
In response, please find attached a new translation of Figure 4 which identically corresponds 
to the original text of Figure 4, and which translation is fully supported by the original 
specification. In the attached new translation of Figure 4, Applicants have maintained the 
variables "etadzw," "dzw," "KFETADZW," and "wnwaO," since these variables have been 
used in the original English translation of the specification (with accompanying descriptions 
of the corresponding meanings). In addition, "ziind-UT" has been translated as "ignition 
bottom dead center," and "ziind-OT" has been translated as "ignition top dead center." 

In view of the attached translation of Figure 4, it is respectfully requested that the 
holding of abandonment of the present application be withdrawn.
